BIOGRAPHICAL MEMOIR 


RSKINE HEWITT (1871-1938) was the 
son of the late Mayor Abram 8. Hewitt 
of New York and the grandson of the 
philanthropist Peter Cooper; he was 


graduated from Princeton, and in law from New 
York University, and was attaché in the United States 
Embassy in London in 1897. During the Spanish- 
American War he became Captain and Assistant 
Adjutant-General on the staff of General J. H. Wilson; 
and was subsequently associated with the iron foundries 
of his father and grandfather, later merged into the 
U.S. Steel Corporation. For more than forty years he 
was widely known as a connoisseur of Americana, and 
he amassed probably the finest private collection of 
American miniatures in this country. He lent freely 
from his extensive collections to the museums of New 
York, Brooklyn, and Philadelphia, and interested him- 
self particularly in the work of the Museum of the City 
of New York and the New York Historical Society. It 
may be added that he was for many years a valued 
friend and client of the present heads of these Galleries.

AN EXTREMELY INTERESTING LETTER CONCERNING A BUSINESS TRANSACTION WITH THE FAMOUS 
BUTTON GWINNETT, in which Drayton accuses Gwinnett of not being a man of his word. 
This letter, to the leading lawyer of the Georgia bar, contains very valuable biographical 
details concerning the signer of the Declaration of Independence most famous for the rarity 
of his signature, about whom little is known. Gwinnett, born in England, had settled in 
Savannah and in 1765 he bought St. Catherine Island, off the coast of Georgia, and set up 
as a planter there. This was apparently not a profitable undertaking, and by 1769 he was 
so overwhelmed with debt that he mortgaged much of the island. One of the mortgages 
either for part of the island or for a smaller island adjacent to it, was apparently held by 
Drayton, a member of an old and distinguished South Carolina family, who had settled in 
Georgia. 

Gwinnett had apparently not observed his obligations to Drayton, and in this letter Drayton, 
calling him a “man without principle’, “trifling, litigious, & not of his word”, and “capable 
of manoeuvring & taking every advantage”, asks the lawyer to take the requisite legal steps 
to compel Gwinnett to perform his obligations. The matter apparently dragged for some 
time, since the Emmett Collection of the New York Public Library contains a similar letter 
from Drayton to Houston, written nearly a year later, and complaining of Gwinnett in the 
same manner. Curiously enough the transaction seems to have been terminated in 1774 by 
the payment By DrayToN TO GWINNETT of £500. 

The two men seem to have been able at least to tolerate each other’s presence, since both 
were members of the Council of Safety in 1776. At the end of that year, however, they were 
opponents in the Georgia assembly, when Drayton urged union between that State and his 
native State of South Carolina. The following year Gwinnett was killed in a duel and his 
short and little-known life thus came to an abrupt close.

The above was written shortly after the organization of the company at New Brunswick on 
the last Monday in November, 1791. The municipality, according to a clause in the charter, 
was to be erected and called “Paterson” in honor of Governor Paterson who had signed the 
society’s act of incorporation. The meeting to which Hamilton alludes in his letter was held 
at the Falls on July 4, 1792 and the location of the town of Paterson was settled.

A SUPERB AND EXCEEDINGLY RARE SERIES OF COLORED AQUATINT PLATES. Although Hardie 
in his ‘English Coloured Books” gives 1812 as the date of the first edition of this work, 
and this was copied by D. N. B., there seems to be every reason to believe that the 1812 
date is a misprint, and the issue bearing the 1818 imprint as in this copy is the First 
Epirion. The reasons which indicate that there was no issue in 1812 are the fact that all 
the plates are dated 1818, and of the copies sold in England all carry the latter date; also 
Stauffer, speaking of Robert Havell, the engraver of the above plates, states that Havell 
began engraving in aquatint in England as early as 1815. The work was issued with a 
colored aquatint title-page which is not present with the above. The margins are some- 
what time-discolored, and three plates are very slightly creased.

He engraved over his own name as early as 1791, and 
was awarded the gold medal for his “Descent from the Cross.’”’ About 1805 he was in- 
duced to go to the United States, and settled in New York, where about 1812, he was 
associated with Rollinson in the bank-note business. The present piece is one of his earliest 
American views. 


Andrew Maverick, the publisher of this print, was probably the same Maverick who mar- 
ried Ann, daughter of Dr. Alexander Anderson, the noted American wood-engraver.

August, 1801, where he could have painted a portrait of a Baltimore merchant 
or ship-owner. 

Mr Sherman, in his article on the paintings (see below) says: “Robert 
Field’s watercolor portraits are the rarest of his works, Harry Piers listing but 
ten of them against over fifty ‘oils’ and sixty odd miniatures. . . Except for the 
very beautiful Frances Dana, reproduced in photogravure in Mr Pier’s volume, 
the present portrait of the man is unquestionably Field’s finest likeness in this 
medium.” 

Mr Harry Piers, in a letter dated Nov. 24, 1931, writes to Mr Ehrich: 
“Mr John Hill Morgan had informed me that these portraits had recently come 
to light. . . The portrait of Mr Stocker is an extremely beautiful one—at least 
one of the most beautiful. if not the most beautiful—of his watercolors. . .”

his encampment on several occasions. Judge Hopper had been instrumental in 
frustrating a British raid in that locality, and had thus earned Washington’s 
admiration. The service is understood to have been in the Washington family 
for some years prior to the war, and to have been acquired by Washington from 
among General Braddock’s effects after Braddock’s defeat in the French and 
Indian War, in which campaign Washington held a subordinate command. 
The initials scratched on the back of some of the plates are believed to have been 
made by members of Braddock’s staff. The fact that the service is of English 
make would seem to support this claim. From Judge Hopper, the service came 
into the possession of the following persons: Mrs. Mary Bogert, his daughter, and 
Andrew H. Hagerman, her grandson. According to the latter, the service remained 
for many years at the tavern at Mawah, kept by the Hagerman family, and that 
Harriet Beecher Stowe obtained one of the plates on one of her visits to the tavern.

Houdon executed a number of busts of Franklin, who arrived in Paris in 
1777, which were exhibited at the Salons of 1779, 1783 and 1791. Existing ex- 
amples include a terra-cotta in the Louvre and the marble bust in the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art, New York, which is treated of by M. Giacometti (vide 
infra) together with the present bust in the following terms (translation) : 
“America possesses two examples in marble of this portrait; and these examples, 

; G Pa as much by the high quality of skill displayed in them as by right of the specialty 
of their execution in marble, take rank among the most beautiful of all the busts— 
unfortunately only too rare—translated into the queen of materials . . .”. Follow- 
ing Mlle Smouse (wide infra) he goes on to suggest that the Hewitt bust is per- 
haps that referred to in a letter from Dupont de Nemours written to Thomas 
Jefferson from New York in Jan. 1802, as being a marble of Franklin left in 
America by Houdon and then in his (Dupont’s) possession. But the present 
work seems well established as deriving from the Clinton family, and there is 
nothing to support the suggestion. It may be noted that the Hewitt bust is in no 
way identical in composition with that in the Metropolitan Museum. It is of 
the type of the Houdon plaster bust in the collection of the American Philosophical 
Society of Philadelphia. It is not recorded by Hart and Biddle.
